HANK OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Summary of the Statement for the Year. 

Toronto, Aug. IS.— (Special)— The Rank 
of British Columbia's statement has reached 
here from London. It shows a balance for 
the year of £42,248, out of which a dividend 
of six per cent, and n bonus of ono per cent, 
wero paid and £10,000 added to the reserve 
fund which now amounts to £270,000. A 
buluueo of £8,343 was aarriod forward. 



Abstract of the Award — American 
Territorial and Other Pre- 
teusious Overruled. 

Text of the Rerrulations by Which it 
is Proposed to Govern Sealing 1 
Operations. 

Those who read the reference to tho 
Behring Sea question in the Ottawa cor- 
respondence of tho CoIjONIST yesterday, 
wero prepared for tho publication of tho 
award later in tho day. 

Behriog Sea award iu favor of Britain," 
the concise announcement contained in 
dispatches from London to the Robert 
Ward Co. and to R. P. Rithet & Co., Ltd., 
but the sailers refused to bo satisfied until 
the press report should be received giving 
details, Collector Milue having no oiiicial 
information to lay before them, When the 
text of tlie awurd was received, the sealing 
men were still further from any expression 
of pleasure One of their number summar- 
ized the situation thus ; 

"Of courso, wo are glad the British sido 
wins, but the industry is ruined. It wo 
cannot scul in Behring Sea from May 1 to 
August 1 , the aoa is practically closed, and 
the suspension of hunting with firearms 
means siriply that the Alaska Commercial 
Co. will be the only ones able to do any 
sealing." 

The (|uestions submitted to the arbitra- 
tors wero : 

1. What exclusive jurisdiction in tho sea 
known as Behring Sea, and what exclusive 
right in tie seal fisheries therein did P.ussia 
assort awl exercise prior and up to tho 
time of tho cession of Alaska to tho United 
States ? 

How far were these cluims of jurisdic- 
tion as tothe se»l fisheries recognized and 
conceded by Great Britain ? 

IS. Was the hody of Water now known as 
Belli ing Sea included ill the phrase "Pacific 
Ocean," lb used in the treaty of 1S'2."> be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia, and what 
right, if any, in Behring Sea was held and 
exclusively exercised by Russia after said 
treaty '! 

4. Did jot all tho rights of Russia as to 
jurisdiction and as to the seal fisheries in 
Behring Sea east of the water boundary, in 
tho treaty between the United States and 
Russia of the ."iOtli of March, 1807, pass un- 
impaired to the United States under that 
treaty ! 

o, Has the United States any right, and, 
if so, whit right, of protection of property 
in tho fur seals frequenting Bohring Sea, 
when s'lih soals are found outsido tho ordin- 
ary thr !o-mile limit ? 

An i>!'Stract of tho award is appended, to- 
gnt'.H- ',.nh tho roport of tho proceedings 
attendant ou its announcement. 

Pajus, Aug. 15. — At 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing the e'-ven Behring Sea arbitrators held 
a private session in a room used by the offi- 
cials of the department f Foreign AiTairs 
at the Qusi d'OrBai. At 11 o'clock the ar- 
bitrators reassembled in tho room in the 
Foreign Ollico in which the public sessions 
of tho tribunal had been held. Baron do 
Courcel addressed the arbitrators, saying 
that he recognized t he great value of arbi- 
tration as a cause of peace between nations. 
He expressed the opinion thut every inter- 
national arbitration renders war less pro- 
bable, ami said he looked forward to the 
time in the near futuro when it would bo 
tho rule And not tho exception to settle in- 
ternational dilferences La this way. The 
soasion terminated amid mutual congratu- 
lations and expressioiiB of good will. 

After * preamble stating the case sub- 
mitted for decision, the full text of tho 
award runB as follows ; "Wo decide and 
determine as to the five points mentioned 
in article six as to whothcr our award is to 
embrace a distinct decision upon each of 
them. 

As to tho first of said five points, we, 
Baron de Courcel, John M. Harlan, Lord 
Hanncn, Sir John S, D. Thompson, Marquis 
Krnilio Visconti Venosta, and Gregro VV. 
VV. Gram, being a majority of said arbitra- 
tors, do deoide as follows ; By the ukase of 
1821, Russia eluimed jurisdiction in tho sea 
now known as Behring Sea to the extent of 
100 Italian miles from the coast and islands 
belonging to her, but in the course of nego- 
tiations, which led to tho conclusion of tho 
treaty of 1824 with the United States, and 
the treaty of 1825 with (ireat Britain, Rus- 
sia admitted thut her jurisdiction in said 
sea could be restricted so as to reach a 
cannon shot from shore. It appears from 
that time up to the time of tho cession of 
Alaska to tho United States, Russia never 
asserted the fact, or exercised any excessive 
jurisdiction in Behring Sea, or any exclusive 
rights to tho Real fisheries therein, beyond 
the ordinary limit of territorial waters. 

As to the second of the five points we, 
Baron de Onureel, J. M. Harlan, Lord Han- 
nen, Sir John S. D. Thompson, Marquis 
Emilio Visconti Venosta and Gregro W. 
VV. Gram, being a mojority of said-arbitra- 
tors, decide und determine that Great 
Britain did not recognize or concede any 
claim on tho part of Russia to exclusive 
jurisdiction us to tho seal fisheries in Behr- 
ing Sea, outside of the ordinary territorial 
waters. 

As to tho third point, as to so much 
thereof as requires us to decide whether the 
body of water now known »s Behring Sea 
was included in tho phrase Pacific Ocean as 
used in tho treaty of 1825 between Great 
Britain and Russia, wo unanimously decido 
and determine that tho body of water now 
known as Behring Sea was included in tho 
phrase Pacific Ocean, and was used iu the 
said treaty. 

On the fourth point Wo decide and dutnr- 
mino that all tlio rights of Russia to juris- 
diction and to tho seal fisheries passed to 
the United States are limited by tho cession. 

"On the fifth point, the decision of the 
tribunal, Justice Harlan and Senator Mor- 
gan dissenting, was as follows: ' On the 
fifth point wo, Baron do Courcel, Lord 
Hannen, Sir John S. D. Thompson, Marquis 
Emilio Visronti Venosta and Gregro W. VV. 
Gram, being tho majority of tho said arbi- 
trators, dooido and determine that tho 
United states have no right to tho protec- 
tion of, or property in tho seals frequenting 
tho islands of tho United States in 
Behring Sea when tho samo aro 



found outsido their ordinary three mile 
limit, and whereas in tho aforesaid 
determination of tho foregoing questions, 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the United 
States leaves the subject in such a position 
tnat tho concurrence of Gout Britain is 
necessary to the establishment of . emulations 
for tho proper protection una preservation 
of tho fur seals, habitually resorting to 
Behring Sea, we assent to tho wholo of the 
nine article of tho following regulations as 
necessary outsido of the jurisdiction limits 
cd the respective governments, that they ex- 
tend over tho waters hereinafter mentioned. 

Article 1— Tho United States and Great 
Britain shall forbid their citizens and sub 
jects respectively to kill, capture and pur- 
sue in any manner whatever, tho animals 
commonly called fur seals within a zone of 
sixty miles around tho Pribyloll' Islands, 
inclusive of tho territorial water, the miles 
being geographical miles, sixty to a degree 
of latitude. 

Article 2 — Tho two governments shall 
forbid their subjects to kill, capture or pur- 
sue in any manner whatever during a sea- 
son extending in each year from May 1 to 
July 31, inclusive, fur seals on the high sea, 
in that part of the Pacific Ocean inclusive 
of the Behring sea, situated north of the 
Lh degree of north latitude, or eastward 
of the ISOth degree of longitude from Green- 
wich, until it strikes the water boundary 
described in article 1 of the treaty of 1SII7 
between the United States and Russia, fol- 
"owing that lino up to the Behring Straits. 
During tho period of timo in tho waters in 
which fur sealing is allowed, only sailing 
vessels shall be permitted to carry on or 
take part in fur sealing operations. They 
will however bo allowed to uvail themselves 
of the use of such canoes or boat3 propelled 
by paddles, oars or sails, which are in com- 
mon use as fishing boats. 

Article 4— Each suiling vessel authorized 
to carry on catching must bo provided with 
fpecial license issued for the purpose by the 
government. Kach vessel bo employed shall 
be required to cirry a distinguishing ling 
prescribed by its government. 

Article 5— Masters of vessels engaged in 
fur sealing shall enter accurately in an 
olhcial log book tho date and placo of oper- 
ations ; tho number und tho sex of tho sealB 
captured daily. These entries shall bo com- 
municated by each of tho two governments 
to each other at the end of each season. 

Article (i — Tho uso of netB, firearms or ex- 
plosives is forbidden in fur sealing. This 
restriction shall not apply to shot guns, 
when such aro used in fishing outsido Bohring 
Sea, during tho season when such may law- 
fully bo carried on. 

Article 7 — Tho two governments shall 
take measures to control tho men authorized 
to engage in sealing, theBO men Bhall have 
been proved fit to handle with sufficient 
skill tho weapons by means of which soal 
fishing is carried on. 

Article 8 — Tho preceding regulations 
shall not apply to Indians dwelling on tho 
coast of tho territories of the United States 
or Great Britain, carrying on fur sealing in 
cunoes or undecked boats, nor transported 
by or used in connection with other vessels, 
and propelled wholly by paddles, oarB or 
Bails, and manned by not more than five 
persons iu tho way hitherto practised by tho 
Indians, provided that such Indians aro not 
employod by othor personB, and provided 
that when bo huu'ing in canoes or undecked 
boats the Indians shall not hunt lor seals 
outsido the territorial waters under contract 
to deliver skina to anybody. Tho exemp- 
tion is not to be construed to affect tho 
municipal law of oithor country, nor Bhall 
it extend to the waters of Behring Sea or 
the waters around the Aleutian islands. 
Nothing herein contained ia intendod to 
interfere with tho employment of IndianB as 
hunters or otherwise in connection with 
sealing vessels as heretofore. 

Articlo 9. — Tho concurrent regulations 
hereby determined with a view to the pro- 
tection and preservation of fur seals ahall 
remain in force until they havo been wholly 
or in part abolished or modified by common 
agreement between the United States and 
Great Britain ; said concurrent regulations 
shall be submitted every five years to a new 
examination in order to enable both Govern- 
ments to conaidor when, in tho light of past 
experience, there is occasion to makn any 
modification thereof. Tho arbitrators make 
a Bpecial finding on tho facts agreed upon 
by agents of both Governments with refer- 
once to tho seizure of British vessels in 
Behring Sea ill 1882 and 1SS9. In addition, 
the arbitrators make certain suggestions to 
the two Governments, tho moat important 
being that they shouid come ao an under- 
standing to prohibit the killing of seals on 
land or aea for a period of from one to 
three yours, and should enact regulations to 
curry out the findings of tho arbitrators. 

In an interview . to-day with tho repre- 
sentative in this city of the United Statea, 
Hon. John VV. Foster, American agent be- 
foro the Behring Sea Board of Arbitration, 
he Baid that under the decision of the 
tribunal, no pelagic sealing can now be 
carried on between May 1 and July 31. 
After that timo such sealing may bo prose- 
cuted in Behring Sea with spears at a dis- 
tance of sixty miles from tho Islands. This 
decision limits pelagic sealing to narrow 
bounds. Mr. Foster said he thought 
that, may be tho restrictions would 
render tho pelagic industry unprofitable. 
The provision for a close seaBon will not 
only prevent pelagic hunting during three 
out of tho four months when it can be Baid 
to be vory profitable, but will break the 
scaling seasons. The two forces of sealers 
suspend operations during tho boat part of 
the summer. The decision leaves the right 
to hunt seals in the North Pacifio from 
January to May. Tho weather dur- 
ing three-fourths of that poriod ia 
very unfavorable and tho catcheB 
then made uro always small. It also leaves 
the right to hunt seals in part of Behring 
Sea aftei July, which means for a period of 
about twenty-live (lays, after the expira- 
tion of which rough weather compels tho 
hunters to leavo. During those twenty-live 
days tho hunters can neither eomo within 
sixty miles of the Pribyloff Islands nor use 
any weapon except spears. Though tho In- 
dians aro permitted to hunt seala along the 
coast, from canoes, tho oatoh mudo by them 
is always very small. Mr. L^ostor added : 
" 'J'rito, the United States ha\onot ob- 
tained all they contended for, since they de- 
manded tho total prohibition of polagic seal- 
ing, but tho rogu'.atiouB now made ore much 
better than Mr. Blaine vainly offered to 
Lord Salisbury in 1S110 as a settlement. 
Mr. Blaiuo then proposed as tho seal restric- 
tion of pelagic Beuling to prohibit within 
sixry miles of the Pribyloff Islands. The 
present settlement is ulso more advantageous 
than tho ono proposed by Mr. Bayard iu 
1H88, as ho asked no protection for tho seals 
rlnrino M«v und Juno. It haH since been

Ottawa, Aug.. 15. — Tho long expected de- 
cision of the Bohring Sea arbitration tribunal 
has been reached at last. Shortly after noon 
to-day, Hon. Mr. Bo well, acting premier, 
received tho following cable from Sir John 
Thompson : l'aris, Aug. 15 — To Hon. 
Mackenzie Howell, Ottawa : " The arbi- 
tration is coneludod and tire award was de- 
livered at noon. All questions of right 
have been decided in favor of (ireat Britain. 
Fur sealing in May, Juno and July, and the 
uso of firearms arc forbidden in Behring 
Sea. The Indians on the eouBt aro ex- 
empted, 'f upper and I sail on tho Parisian 
ou Thursday." (Signed) Thompson. 

Hon. Mr, Bowcll replied to Sir John 
Thompson us follows ; " Congratulations ; 
more favorable thun expected." 

Tho acting L'remier was asked for his 
views on tho award, but said that until the 
full text reached him ho would not be dis- 
posed to pasa an opinion. In oiiicial cir- 
clea, however, conaidsrablo doubt exists as 
to the real meaning of the restrictions. The 
general impression ia that Canada has como 
out at the small end of the horn. It is 
curious that Sir John Thompson's message 
to Mr. Bowoll doea not aay anything about 
the sixty mile zone, and possibly to-day's 
highly colored Associated Press despatch 
prepared for United States readers may be 
posaibly not ao discouraging aa it appears. 

VV. G. Parmaleo, deputy Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, thinks a close season 
in May, Juno and July will be a serious 
blow to the Canadian sealers, inasmuch as 
theBO are the months in which the seals con- 
gregate on the islands. By tho time they 
aro ready to leave tho islands they are in 
very poor condition. The decision, in his 
opinion, looks as if a monopoly in sealing 
had been given to tho United States. 

Under the caption, "An Empty Vic- 
tory," the Citizen, to-morrow, will say : 
" While tho arbitrators have solemnly re- 
corded their judgment that tho United 
States contentions were untenable, they 
have, nevertheless, adopted provisions for 
the futuro government of the industry which 
practically hand it over to the Americans. 
This wo conceive to be the effect of the 
establishment of a protected zone for sixty 
miles around the shores of the Pribyloff 
Islands, and of the prohibition of firearms 
in tho destruction of seal in Behring Sea. 
In futuro, while our vessels are 
prevented from continuing operations 
sea, tho Americans will be 
able to slaughter the animals ashore with 
clubB, und thus they will praotically have 
under the regulations a monopoly of the 
business. It may possibly be too early to 
draw theBe largo inferences from tho neces- 
sarily imperfect information convoyed by 
cable, but it appears at present as though the 
arbitrators had given up the Bhell but banded 
over tho kernal to Uncle Sam. John Bull is 
rich ; he has possessions and colonies all 
over the globe and a world-wide commerce. 
Lesa happier lands are envious of the wealth 
of tho old gentleman, and when a dispute 
between him and his neighbor is left to 
arbitration John is usually salted." 

R. Napier & Sons, leadini: ship builders, 
of Glasgow, have made an oiler to tho Do- 
minion governmont to put on a fast line of 
steamers across the Atlantic.

Received. 



"0" Battery Thunders Its Salute— 
The Premier Greets the Prince— 
Who His Highness Is. 



A salute of twenty-ono guns from Bat 
tery Point yeBtorday morning told tho 
citizens of British Columbia that the big 
white Empress of Japan had arrived, and 
that somewhere among the puBsengers who 
crowded tho decks and looked out over tho 
sunny Straita to the city, was one whom 
Great Britain delights to honor— His Im- 
perial Japanese Highness, Prince Kamutsu 
Yorihito, who may Bomo day bo Emperor of 
tho Land of tho Rising Sun. 

For weeks past cablegrams and telegrams 
from the Imperial Government and concern 
ing this young man have been coming to tho 
Canadian authorities, &nd all express tho 
sume wish of the Home Government that 
the Prince, during his Bhort stay iu Canada, 
might bo shown every courtesy. Hence it 
waB that " C " Battel y saluted tho arrivul 
of tho Empress and that a few moments 
later a launch from H.M.S. Royal Arthur 
run alongside tho mail steamship and an 
officer of tho flagship expressed Admiral 
Stephenson's welcome. Hon. Theodore 
Davie, Premier and Attorney-Genera), who 
was taken out on the handsome Provincial 
launch Eileen, was the next visitor to shake 
the Prince's hand and asauro him of British 
Columbia's welcome and hope that his stay 
on the American continent would be pleas 
ant and profitable. 

His Imperial Highness received each 
visitor with extreme courtesy, conversed 
readily and pleasantly in excellent English 
and expressed himself as certuin that he 
would have, as each and all had hoped ho 
would, a pleasant visit. Then, after the 
leave tukinga, for all the semi-ofliciul wel- 
comes were necessarily brief, he resumed 
his contemplation of the animated aceue of 
debarkation, hia attention being alternately 
claimed by it and the glittering straita 
which never presented a fairer picture. 

Rather taller than the majority of hia 
countrymen and somewhat moro slender, 
Prince Yorihito is a decidedly good looking 
young man. Ho is, too, well educated und 
observant, and his extensive travels in the 
past have given him considerable knowledge 
of men and uffairs. Ho is but ( a distant 
relativo of tho present Mikado, a cousin 
though heir of the house of Komatsu no 
Miya — ono of the four Royal families of 
Jap\n. It is from these houses that tho 
rulers of tho island empiro have been drawn 
from time out of mind, and to ono of these 
Japan must again turn should the now 
reigning house at any time lack an heir. 

Prince Yorihito Kamatsu, eldest son of 
Princo Kamatsu, was born in 1807, and 
educated first in Tokyo and then in France. 
Naval affairs have received his especial 
attention, and having completed his course 
of naval study, ho returned to Japan from 
England two years ago. He has now been 
ordered by tho Iiniperor to " travel, see und 
learn," and will accordingly spend a year or 
more abroad, bidding good byo to America 
in a month or six weeks, and occupying tho 
remainder of his time in England, Franco 
und other European couutrics. Hia only 
companion during his tour is the representu 
tivo of another noblo Japanese family 
Miohinori S. Nagasaki, secretary of tho 
ministerial cabinet in tho Imperial House. 

Everywhere tho most cordial feeling has 
been expressed, and the young prince says 
that he feels complimented— bewildered — 
surprised and very grateful. On embarking 
at Yokohama ho was accompanied by a 
largo concourse of ollicera und ladies of high 
rank, who came to tho dock to eeo him 
started on the first stago of his journey. On 
leaving Yokohama harbor ho received his 
socond surprise, an excellent band coming 
out on u small coaating steamer to pluy 
"Auld Lang Syno " as the Empress left tho 
shores of Japan astern. The third surprise 
awaited him at Victoria, and others of a 
similar naturo will bo encountered all tho 
time His Imporial Highness remains a 
guest within tho gates of Canada.

List of Prominent Pas- 
senders. 



Distressed S oilmen Safe Home— The 
Latest News of Oriental 
Lauds. 



The R. M. S. Empress of Jipun, P. G. 
Monsarrat, R.N.K., commanding, arrived 
at Victoria yesterday morning, after a pleas- 
ant run across. The trip was an uvorago 
ono for speed, and was unmarked by inci- 
dent after Kobo was left behind on the 
second instant. While at that port a well- 
known young taw named Leo Horsley, 
formerly in the Japanese railway service, 
foil into tho hold while tallying cargo, and 
was killed almost instantly. The passugo 
across tho Pacific was not enlivened by the 
Blghting of many suils, nor was tho Tucorna 
of the opposition line sighted once during 
tho run. Tho Empress brought a full curgo, 
chiefly silks and teas, 71 first-clais passen- 
gers, a number of intermediate and tho 
usual percentage of "steeraire," 55 Chinese 
and 'J'J Japaneso included in tho latter be- 
ing for Victoria. 

Of the passengers the most distinguished 
was of course H. I. J. M. Prince Koroatsu 
Yorihito, heir of tho House of Komatsu no 
Miya. A fellow passenger, noble in our 
own land, was John Baptist Joseph, the 
twelfih Lord Dormer. He has been on the 
Asiatic Const for sonio time, making Hong, 
koug his headquarters, aud is now home- 
ward bound. Mr. Oswald Moslcy, son 
and heir of Sir Oswald Moaley, 
Bart, high sherill in 187-1, and a rnuch 
esteemed resident of tho County of Stafford, 
is also a passenger of prominence; accom- 
panied by Mr. Godfrey Robinson. Mr. 
Moslcy has been travelling for pleasure in 
the East, and with Mr. Robinson he left the 
Empress here. 

Miss Butler, Miss Ely and Miss Walls, 
are three fair Americans who have broken 
through the walls of custom and aro seeing 
tho world through their own spectaclea un- 
hampered by the attendance of a chaperone. 
At present they uro homeward bound to 
New York, but thoy will visit Alaska be- 
fore proceeding on their journey. Kev. F. 
A. Cassidv is a well known minister of the 
Methodist church, who has been for some 
time past on missionary duty in Japan. 
Recently he was given a year's furlough, 
which ho will spend among his American 
friends, one of whom, Rev. Dr. Young of 
Toronto, met him here. Rev. Mr. Cassidy 
will disembark at Vancouver and then re- 
turn to Victoria for a week or ten days. 

Mr. H. (}, Johnson, owner and proprietor 
of tho Hampsliiro Chronicle, who has 
been travelling in every pirt of 
tho world, and "has seen everything," 
also had friends to meet him when ho landed 
in this city, whero he will remain until to- 
night. The others disembarking hero were 
Mr. W. H. Orchard, tho Toronto manufac- 
turer, Mr. Gittina, Mr. Masters, Mr. R. W. 
McAdam. Mr. \V. S. Parker, Mr. W. W. 
Stewart, Mr. P. E. Tripp, Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Boatick, the lattor tho life of tho ship 
and the most popular amateur auctioneer 
that ever sold pools on a day's running. 

A party of five who were not cabin pas- 
sengers, but who received just as hearty a 
welcome when thoyjlo't their " apartments 
forward," was composed of John Haggarty, 
Harvoy Hanna, J. Millcy, John De Lustro 
and Alex. Sanderson. Ail aro distressed 
seamen, returned to their homes through 
the efforts of the British consulate. Hag- 
garty, tho only member of the party to go 
to Vaucouver, shipped this season on the 
Beatrice, of the Terminal City, v. hich, when 
he miBsed her at Hakodate, had 1-100 skins. 
He reported the Alton, of San Francisco, 
with 700 skins, and tho Umbrina with 1700, 
and gave the additional information that 
all tho schooners had gone north when he 
last heard from them. 

Tho other four wero lost on May 14 from 
tho Victoria schooner W. P. Hall, and were 
picked up at sea by tho Wallburtr, of San 
Francisco, three days later. They were 
landed in Hakodate on June 17, and came 
home at the earliest opportunity. The 
Hall, when they last saw her, had .')70 skins, 
though alio was subsequently reported with 
000 ; tho Mermaid hid landed !)00 skinB, 
and other schooners reported various catches, 
lucky and otherwise. Their budget of news 
ia not by any means fresh. 



RETURNED FROM HAWAII. 

Ex. U.S. .Minister Blount Gets Back but Will 
Say Nofclllng About His Mission. 

San Francisco, Aug. 10.— James H 
Blount, who was appointed by tho Presi 
dent as a commissioner to investigate Ha- 
waiian ull'.iirs, and who subsequently re- 
ceived an appointment aa United States 
minister to Hawaii, returned from Honolulu 
tin's morning on tho oteamer Gaelic after a 
sojourn there of over four months, The an- 
nouncement of his doparture was only made 
public the day beforo ho sailod, although 
the government had boon previously notified. 
All parties appear to unite in commendation 
of Hlount's performance of his work of in- 
quiry, und of tho eminently judicial temper 
in which he seems to have executed it. 
Blount maintained his reticenno as to the 
conclusions at which ho has arrived con- 
cerning Hawaiian affairs to the very last, 
but the belief was prevalent in Honolulu 
that a protectorate and not annexation is 
the thing to be established by a treaty with 
tho United States. 

Tho returning minister was besieged by a 
crowd of reporters on coming ashore, but he 
was not in a communicative mood, aud little 
information could bo obtained from him. 
Mr. Blount said ho was enjoying good 
health. He waa pleased hia mission had 
reached an end, and he was glad to get 
hack, lie had sent on his final report of 
his investigation by tho City of New York, 
which arrived on Saturday laat, to be for- 
warded to Washington. When asked if bo 
thought tho provisional government was 
stable, Mr. Blount remained silent and 
would givo no answer to other questions 
propounded to him about Hawaii and 
Hawaiian affairs. lie was equally roticent 
when the matter of the presentation of u 
cane to Spreekels, bearing an inscription 
und his name with those of prominent royal- 
ists, was broached. It is expected he will 
leave at once for Washington.

The Chinese and Japanese nowa brought 
by the Empress is neither interesting nor 
extensive. The slaughter of two Swedish 
missionaries at Sung Pu, in Hupeh, China, 
and the base conduct of tho local Chinese 
officials, has aroused the deepest indigna- 
tion, the excitement centering in Shanghai, 
where an effort has been set on foot to 
securo the removal of Mr. C. Bock, the 
Swedish consul-general, for expressing tho 
opinion that the missionaries were to blame 
for tho fate that overtook them. 
"The typhoon, the earthquake and fire 
have all been busy of lato in Japan, a storm 
on Hainan Straits doing considerable dam- 
ago to shipping on June 2-t, aud causing a 
losa, so far as at present known, of 31 
lives. The village of Aiinura, in the K'ita 
district, of Shimano prefecture, waa almost 
entirely destroyed by tire on tho 27th ultimo, 
forty-six out of the fifty-two buildings com- 
prising the place being destroyed. Among 
recent valuable mineral discoveries are 
noted that of a vein of black lead at 
Sheroijama, Amakusa district, Yaniaguchi 
prefecture ; a rich deposit of Bilver at 
Ooya Yokal-Satu, Hiki district, Busen pro- 
viuco ; and a vein of gold in ihe antimony 
mino at Kawato, Ono district, Oita pre- 
fecture. When tho Empress left all Japan 
waa preparing to welcome tho Crown Prince 
of Austria-Hungary, and the municipal au- 
thorities of Yokohama were trying the ex- 
periment of mounting their sergeants of po- 
lico on bicycles.

Ho Puts a Condemned Murderer

Many Victorians will recall tho fact that 
during the summer of 1S91, this city wub 
visited by an eccentric mind reader, Prof. 
Alexander J. Mclvor Tyndall, who, hailing 
from England, whero he had been a medical 
student, was then travelling through Cun- 
ada giving exhibitiona of hia murvollous 
power. While hero ho dropped out of eight 
for quite a whilp, and grave fears were en- 
tertained that ho was dead, but after some 
weeks it was learned that he waa a patient 
at the Jubilee Hospital, where ho was sent 
ill with typhoid fever. After hia recovery 
he went down the Sound, and visited also 
Portland and San Francisco. Everywhere 
his mind reading feats astonished the pub- 
lic, hut Tyndall can never keep a " man- 
ager," and as a result he has never been 
able to accumulate any money. Ho ia now 
in St. Louia, Mo., on route to Chicago. At 
tho latter place he is to bo buried alive for 
thirty days, at tho end of which time all 
that is left of him iB to bo resurrected. 
The professor claimB he will bo juat as 
hearty after hia "grave experience" as 
before, and the boldnoss of the test amply 
proves his belief in his ability to carry out 
the plan. 

While in St. Louia a week ago Saturday, 
Prof. Tyndall performed an experiment the 
result of which has interested the whole 
South, and is being talked about wherever 
the details are known. Accompanied by a 
reporter of the St. Louis Globo-Democrat, 
Tyndall went to the Missouri Stato peni- 
tentiary, where, in a section of tho building 
known us " murderers' row," a number of 
condemned men and women are awaiting 
their awful doom. The object of tho visit 
was explained to them, one after tho other, 
and Warden Kramer told the prisouors they 
were perfectly free to submit to tho test or 
not, just as they choso. Tyndall'a proposi- 
tion wus to hypnotize a prisoner and, after 
the man waa under tho influence, ask him 
questions concerning the crime for which he 
waa to be punished. Each of tho prisoners 
to whom the proposition waa made were 
warned that when hypnotized ho would 
have to tell the truth, and that no matter 
how much he might try, it. would be im- 
possible for him to toll a lie. 

One after the other of the condemned men 
refused to submit to tho test. Finally tho 
party came to a coll occupied by Jacob 
Hen/.e, found guilty of the murder of a St. 
Louis stock broker named E. E. Brown. 
Henz?, after consideration, declared that as 
ho was an innocent man and had nothing to 
conceal, he was not afruid of the teat. It 
took hut a few minutes to place him under 
the influence. When he began to talk, ho 
thought the Globe Democrat roporter was u 
brother of his own who had been with hiin 
the night jSrown was murdered, but who 
had since died, and to him ho related tho 
whole story of what he hud done on the 
night of the awful crime, every now and 
then when leading questions would bo put 
to him, to draw him out, saying, " No, you 
know, Billy, that ia not so. You know you 
were with me und that I had nothing to do 
with killing Brown." 

Tho reporter and the j wl warden, who 
wero both fully conversant with the details 
of tho murder which had filled all St. Louis 
with horror, closely questioned and cross- 
questioned the 'man, hut were unable to 
swerve him in a single instance from the 
story he had told. Finally, Prof. Tyndall 
removed the spell, and then Henze refused 
to believe ho had said anything to anyone 
during his sleep, and more especially, knew 
nothing ubout having seen and conversed 
with bin dead brother. Prof. Tyndall Buys 
of tho else : 

" That mau is innocent if ovor ono lived. 
Ho has told nothing but the truth. PU stake 
my reputation, though I know nothing 
whatever of the cuso, that he can prove 
everything he has said by the witnesses ho 
has named. Ho ia aa innocent of Brown's 
murder as 1 am." 

Now there ia an outcry for a now trial 
which will probably bo granted, and should 
the case again come beforo tho courts, it 
may becomo ono of tho moat interesting and 
sensational of tho year.

But everything elso being 
satisfactory, what does th{s consideration 
amount to in vievr of the, to all intents and 
purposes, paramount advantages that aro 
to bo derived V Something has to be dono 
to givo what evory citizen requires, unci in 
all probability in to-nighL's discussion light 
will bo thrown upon what it is desired there 
should bo additional information. 



THE A WARD. 

At last tho long awaited and anxiously 
expected decision on tho Hohring Sea Seal- 
ing question has been given by the Hoard of 
Arbitration, which has for so long been hold- 
ing its sessions in Paris. It will be said, in 
geuoral terms, that the British have won 
their case. No doubt they have dono so, in 
so 'far as concerns tho issues which wero 
originally involved, viz , tho right of tho 
Americans to exorcise exclusive jurisdiction 
in Bohring Sea. Tho arbitrators hold that 
up to the timo of tho cession of Alaska to 
the United States, Russia never asserted or 
exercised any exclusive jurisdiction in 
Behring Sea, or any exclusive rightB to tho 
Beal fisheries therein beyond tho ordinary 
limit of territorial waters. Moreover, they 
declare that Great Britain did not recog- 
nize or concede any claim on tho part of 
Russia to such exclusive jurisdiction. 

Further, it is found that Behring Sea was 
includod in tho phrase " Pacific Ocean " in 
tho treaties between Groat Britain and 
Russia, while all the rights of RuEsia 
to jurisdiction and to the seal fisheries 
passed to the United StateB, being limited 
by the cession of 1SU7- All this being 
settled, it was only natural that on tho fifth 
point it Bhould bo distinctly decided that 
the United States have no right to the pro 
teotion of, or property in tho seals frequent 
ing tho islands of the United States in 
Behring Sea, when found outside tho ordin- 
ary three milo limit. 

There can, in consequence, bo little doubt 
that tho British Columbia sealers havo 
ovory right to expect indemnification for 
the losses to which they havo been sub- 
jected by the United States authorities, 
the bounden duty to meet which was, 
it will be remembered, some months since, 
disputed by American counsel, causing 
Lord Hannen to remark in effect : " Then 
the arbitration is useless." But, no matter 
what may be the oourso adopted by the 
Amoricans, the decision is one by which the 
high contracting parties expressed their 
willingness to bo bound. 

Tho British Columbia sealera, not un 
naturally, however, object, so far as present 
information goea, that they are likely to bi 
sufferers, not by tho decision upon the Ovi 
points that wero submitted for decision 
but on account of tho regulations reported 
to havo boen adopted by tho tribunal for tho 
carrying on of the sealing industry. In 
brief, no pelagic Bealing is to bo ullowed 
within Bixty miles of tho sealing 
islands, and no seals aro to bo 
killed either in tho ocean or Behring Sea, 
during May, June and July, whilo no li 
arms are to be usod in Behring Sea. These 
regulations, it is held, as effectively closi 
tho Sea as if there had been an actual recog 
nition of tho claims of tho Americans to jur 
iatliction. Of courso, when the full decision 
is published, or when further information 
ia obtained, a moro correct conclusion can 
bo arrived at ; but meantime it is worth 
rioting that Sir John Thompeon and Judge 
Harlan objected to tho proposed rogula 
tionB. I 



VICTORIA'S WATER SUPPLY. 

Probably no city of its size has greator 
need of an adequate, and at tho same timo, 
puro water supply. In a recent issue tho 
Colonist published a description of the 
resources und tho appliances of tho Esqui- 
malt Water Works Company, an interest in 
which it was proposed should bo taken by 
tho city. Figures at that time adduced de- 
monstrated that, if acquired, in addition to 
tho unquestioned advantages that would be 
gained by the transaction, the receipts from 
tho service would ufford a good dividend on 
the monetary investment, whilo tho supply 
of water would bo unfailing for a city of far 
groator proportions than Victoria is at 
present, and, moroovcr, could bo utilized 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 



THE INSURANCE TAX. 

" Let us havo fewer agencies (insurance) 
and more business done by them. Then they 
can afford to puy tho tax. " With all due 
respect to the alderman who made this ro- 
mark ut tho last meeting of tho City Coun- 
cil, it might be asked if this is tho way in 
which business is done in these days. Tho 
recognized maxim is that competition is tho 
life of trade, though it is true that there are 
many trades which cannot stand more than, 
if as much, competition as they already 
have. But in regard to the insurance busi- 
ness, it is for them— jointly or severally — to 
decido whether, in view of tho existing muni- 
cipal imposts, it pays them to continuo their 
business. They have in their recent com- 
munication to tho City Council jointly re- 
presented that unless tho $.'100 tax be re- 
pealed, iusuranco rates will bo advanced 25 
per cent, and the inc<tase kept up until the 
tax bo abolished. According to tho discus- 
sion, tho aldermen scorn to have 
treuted tho communication in a rather 
uncompromising manner; nevertheless 
they finally appointed a committee 
to confer with the agonts and report to 
Council. This was tho most sensible thing 
that could be done. 

Meantime it may not bo out of place to 
consider a few of tho aspects of tho situa- 
tion. In the first place thcro uro two cor- 
porations concerned, each representing its 
own clients. Tho insurance companies have 
to administer tho funds of their sharehold- 
ers and endeavor to return to them divi- 
dends on their investment. It is noi in 
every locality that tho business of insurance 
pays. In some places its returns are not re 
garded as sufficiently adequate, for tho rea 
son that the amount of business dono does 
not pay for tho niaintonanoo of many agen 
cies, and there it is found, as it is sup 
posed through a mutual understanding, that 
but few companioa are represented, the com- 
panies in auch casoa governing tho supply 
according to tho demand. Horo thoro is 
what is called tho B. C. Fire Underwriters 
Association, in which tho agonts of tho var- 
ious companies are represented, and form 
ing what may bo termod a power be- 
hind tho throne. Tho association has 
forwarded its communication in its joint 
capictty ; and, neodless to say, their letter 
must have dua and respectful conaidoration 
On the other hand experience has shown 
tho fire risk to have been remarkably light 
in Victoria, and that is a consideration 
which is entitled to very great weight. 
The maintenance of this firo service is the 
share which every citizen pays towards the 
protection of the property of the oommun 
ity. The insurance companies, enjoying as 
they do, all its advantages, ought not to 
complain that they aro obliged to contri 
bute. It is very true, as tho Insuranco 
Advocate has put it, that "' Insurance is 
security ' as an axiom has become so intri- 
cately interwoven with tho prosperity and 
existence of trade, commerce, manufacture, 
and tho preservation of property generally, 
that without its promised indemnity in tho 
contingencies for which it provides, all 
business would oomo to a stund-still from 
sheer inability to carry on needful financial 
operations." 

But it is not for lovo or from philan 
thropic motives that tho business of under 
writing is carried on. Tho companies in 
their associated cupacity fix their own rates 
for the risks they undertake, whilo tho City 
Council of Victoria has fixed the rato at 
which it assesses tho inBurr.nco companioa 
for the police and firo protection which it, 
in its turn, affords. The question is purely 
one of business, und it ia by tho partiea 
coming together and talking over the situa 
tion in all its details that tho matter can 
bo best arranged. 



TlIERK aro some people whoso strictly 
moral principles continually presont to their 
minds the onormous sin that is involved in 
bo littlo as tho stealing of a pin, but who, if 
they would not actually commit tho offence, 
would be inclined to turn their heads asido 
when 8omo ono, possibly in their own in 
tcrest, ia cheating tho Government out of a 
trilling customs impost or defrauding tho 
authorities out of a petty postoffico charge 
Some offenders of the first named class havo 
already boon brought to book and it Iibb 
been surprising in moro than one instance 
to discover who they wore. Now, tho poBt 
dlHco people havo signified their intention 
to punish that petty, but none the less 
mean practico of writing in newspapers 
what is the equivalent of lettora. The 
lowest fine for this offence is ten dollars— a 
sum, small as it is, which it would take u 
good number of throo cents to make up. 

Oru city fathers would seem to have 
some peculiar ideas in regard to the award- 
ing of contracts. Of what uso, it may bo 
asked, is it to advertise for tenders, if tho 
ono moBt advantageous to tho oily bo not 
accepted'' It has repeatedly been pointed 
out that this principle had been violated in 
the decision of tho Council J.o award the 
contract for tho Spring Ridgo drain to H. 
B. McDonald & Co., Coughlan k Mayo's 
offer being $840 lower. What has been said 
on tho subject, induced tho aldermen, at 
thoir meeting on Monday night, to give tho 
subject some consideration ; nevertheless, 
when tho matter was up before them, with 
an almost incredible amount of— should it 
bo called obstinacy ?— the members, by a 
vote of four to three, refused to rescind their 
former action. Tho public expect some- 
thing better than this from their representa- 
tives. In tho words of Aid. Munn, if the 
Aldermen have made a mistake, they should 
manfully own up and reconsider thoir action.

riCKINl! UP WRECKAGE. 

Captain McCoskrie, of tho steamer Mas 
cotte, informed some of the crow of the 
Government steamer Quadra, when tho hit 
tor wus on the West coast last week, that 
ho had picked up five anchors and 270 
fathoms of chain belonging to the ship Glen- 
hV.vin, which was lost off Capo Bealo thir- 
teen or fourteen years ago. He has also set 
liro to tho hulk of the disabled steamer 
Michigan, with the object of procuring more 
wreckage from her, and it is probable the 
Mascotte will not return to Victoria for 
upwards of three or four weeks. 

OFF FOR THK NORTH. 

Rev. J. H. Keen and wife, G. lilenkinsop, 
Mrs. Snow, J. Findlay and four prospectors 
wero among the passengers who left for the 
north on tho steamer lUrhara Boscowitz, 
last evening. Tho prospectors are going to 
Shushatio, while Mr. Findlay intends visit 
ing all tho northern canneries.

As tor other canneries in the North, the 
Chilcat brought no information, but their 
luck iB presumably the same. 

Mr. F. C. Uavidgo is at present in Seat- 
tle making arrangements with the Great 
Northern Railroad officials in regard to the 
docking there of tho vessels of the new 
Great Eastern steamship line, and also for 
the transfer of the freight to and from the 
said railroad. 

Japanese papers note the concentration of 
the British fleet in Asiatic waters at Hong- 
kong, the warship* coining from as far 
north as the Commander Islands, to be 
available should their presence have been 
necessary to safeguard British interests in 
Siam. 

Messrs. Turner, Beeton & Co. shipped by 
the Premier last evening, en route rn Lon- 
don, 54 casks of sealskins valued at $1)5,000. 
These skins are not sent to reach the market 
for tho fall sales, hut have already been dis- 
posed of at an advantageous price.

THE TRAM SERVICE AND THE EX- 
HIBITION. 

To Tit B Editor :— Hon. Mr. Biggins, in . 
his usual plausible style, again discusses the 
Exhibition and tram-car service. Thoso 
who visited tho Bhow and, of necessity, 
traveled on the trams are tho bent judges of 
tho success of the one and of tho character 
of the service rendered by tho other. Mr, 
Higglns has very few backers in his state- 
ments about tho service. The complaint 
against it was universal. " It is only Mr. 
Ellis und thoso whom he has influenced," ho 
protests are tho ones who decry tho service. 
Tho passengers who wero " switched " for 
ten, twenty nnd thirty minutes on their way 
to and from the grounds aro very numer- 
ous, and dozens of them have informed ine 
that it took them from an hour to an hour 
and a half to make the trip ono way. How- 
over, it is usolesa discussing or arguing a 
point acknowledged by ulmost everyone in 
tho city except tho managing direotor of tho 
company. Mr. Higgins will persist in re- 
ferring to tho Exhibition as a " collupse," a 
" lamentable failure." Now, I can only re- 
assert the statement in my previous letter 
that these references are altogether contrary 
to tho truth. 

At tho annual meeting, us President of 
the Association, 1 Btated that 

" Tho result had not been so satisfactory 
as was hoped for, owing largely, no doubt, 
to tho present hard times, and also, to a 
great extent, to the limited street-car ser- 
vice, which made it very awkward for 
people wishing to go out to the grounds. 
The exhibition was a success in everything 
except one of tho most important matters, 
viz , attendance." 

Later on Mr. R. Seabrook remarked that 

" If we had proper facilities for getting 
to tho ground the distance would not be so 
great. 

" President Ellis— What we want is u ten 
minute service and a five-cent fare. 

" Chorus of members— Hear, hear." 

Now, Mr. Higgins assorts that it is as 
reasonable to usk tho tramway company to 
give a five-cent faro to the Willows, as it 
would bo to ask the Colonist to give a tele- 
graphic service equal to tho London Times at 
12J cents per week. Mr. Higgins in Ilia 
endeavor to bo plausible is extremely incon- 
sistent. Hia company for tho past two years 
has been giving a service, Bomewhat erratic, 
it is true, to Oak hay beach from any part 
of the. city for a fivo cent fure. I think this 
is sufficient proof that a five cent fare could 
bo given to tho Willows, a considerably 
shorter distance. 

'* Lie on a tram car " is equally as sugges- 
tive as " life on a tram car '' as Mr. Higgins 
writes — at any rate 60 far us Thursday last 
is concerned. If passengers could " lie" 
down and take a nap while waiting on 
switches, time would pass more pleasantly, 
and fewer " cuss " words would bo used. 

Mr. Higgins takes great comfort out of 
tho remarks of tho reporters. Now, 1 am 
informed that the real reason for printing 
these flattering references to tho tram ser- 
vice, and not " scoring " it as it deserved, 
was from a desire on their part not to pre- 
vent people from attending tho show. Had 
the actual truth been stated, many would 
havo refrained from going to tho exhibition 
—as, unfortunately, too great a number 
were prevented who would not trust the 
cars as a means of conveyance. So far as 
the editorial remarks in the Colonist on 
the attendance at the exhibition are con- 
cerned, I um assured by the editor that my 
Sunday's letter' did such full justice 
to tho matter thut he did not re- 
fer to it, though agreeing with tho state- 
ments contained therein. 

There is one reference to the tram service 
that Mr. Higgins has failed to quote ; and I 
will close by doing so. It is from tho 
editorial columns ot the Times, and is nut 
quite so palatable, perhaps, as tho rcpor- 
torial rtferenco in the same paper that he 
has so much admired : 

"Mr. W. H. Ellis, president of the Agri- 
cultural association, in a communication to 
the Colonist on Sunday morning, answered 
the letter from Mr. Higgins, published in 
Saturday's Times. Mr. Ellis' letter was to 
tho point. Mr. Higgins had abused the 
Agricultural association and hud sneered nt 
tho management— an extraordinary thing, 
by the wuy, for an ex-president to do — and 
Mr. Ellis siinply contented himself with 
defending hiB colleagues against tho attack 
of tho tramway company's president. It 
will be amusing und, perhaps, pleising to 
some people to know that Mr. Ellis hus 
' sat ' upon Mr. Higgins very heavily. Tho 
latter gentleman certainly invited the chas- 
tisement he received."— Times, Aug. 14.

To the Editor : — Having attended tho 
annual meeting of tho British Columbia 
Agricultural Association on Fridiy evening 
last and listened to tho criticism on the 
management 'jf the Tramway Co. by mem- 
bers present, tho remarks hiving been 
severe by resident and non-resident mem- 
bers alike, I wus surprised to read Mr. Hig- 
gins' letter in Saturday's Times and to nolo 
the manner iu which ho endeavors to pal- 
liate the shortcomings of tho Tramway Co. 
by heaping abuse on the shoulders of olherH. 

Such a communication comes with very 
bad graco from Mr. Higgins, an ex-presi- 
dent of the Association. Tho memorable 
trip to Chilliwseb and the incidents pecu- 
liar to it are fredi in tho minds of many 
of the members. It is regrettable that after 
having attained tho presidency of tho Asso- 
ciation, un honor which ho so persistently 



sought and attained, ho ehbuld never again 
profess any interest in its welfare, but 
studiously absent himself from any of tho 
meetings. A criticism of the notions of tho 
association is characteristic of tho man. 

Tho reasons that induced tho Association 
to hold u summer fair uro threefold : 

1, Tho success of tho summer fairs in the 
Northwest, a strictly agricultural country. 

2, To avoid the danger of rainy days, ex- 
perienced ut tho exhibitions ot 1800, 1S91 
and 1802. 

3, To ensure o hotter attendance und to 
make access to the grounds and travelling 
by "car" a pleasure instead of a taste. 

The "process of reasoning" to hold a 
summer fair was " impressed " not on tho 
mind of tho management but agreed to at 
tho general annual meeting held In 1S92 by 
tho wholo of tho members of the association 
present, who wore unanimous for a summer 
fair. 

Tho summer fair was a success from an 
exhibition point of view nnd admitted by 
all, both in point of numbers of exhibits and 
excellence of display. In economy and per- 
fection of administration it excells any pre- 
vious effort. Tho management of the tram- 
way company had better study and endeavor 
to grasp the problem of successful transpor- 
tation beforo they endeavor to cast any 
odium on the efficiency of others. 

Now sir, a littlo consideration should be 
givou hero as to tho transportation facilities 
to the grounds at the exhibitions of 1891, 
1802 and 1893. In 1891, with a compara- 
tively untried Bystem, any fault of mis- 
management wero condoned by a generous 
public, largo numbers were conveyed to and 
tro, and the management had to admit they 
could not convey all that sought transporta- 
tion, but they did the best they could. In 
1S!)2 u larger number wero conveyed under 
very disadvantageous circumstances to tho 
tramway company, incident to the damage 
to their property by tiro and yet a more per- 
fect system was given. Why! a practical 
man was in charge 

In 1893 tho tramway company with its 
old management — tho public knew tho rest. 

One hour from the corner of Government 
Htrcet to tho Willows ia u feat in transporta- 
tion well worthy of being chronicled. Mr. 
Higgins hus been very free in his disparage- 
ment of tho exhibition, but I venture to 
assert that tho association has and will al- 
ways coulinuo to hold the good will of tho 
people of tho city of Victoria and will con- 
tinue to exist and prospor long after the 
present management of tho tramway has 
ceased to exist and only to bo remembered 
as a conspicuous fail tiro.

North American, which company 
holds a certain amount of Northern Pacific 
securities, was naturally nllVcted and sold 
ut 88, the lowest prico ever touched. Nor- 
thern Pacific common fell of! to -lg and 
tho prefered 15.1. Other stocks yielded 
f. to l\. IHiring the afternoon, 
defpite the continued heaviness of 
t ho North I'ucifio group there was a rally of 
\ to 1 .J, per cent., and the improvement wus 
fairly well maintained at tho closo. Thut 
there was no particular pressure to sell, was 
evidenced by the fact that only 144,915 
shares changed hands all day. Tho market 
closed steadier at the recovery, notod.

Career of a Successful Florist <>r Cleve- 
land. 

Mrs. Ella Grant Campbell-Wilson, tho 
successful ilorist of Cleveland, began her 
business career at the bottom of the lad- 
der. Just an sho entered her teens her 
father met with reverses, and she decided 
to go to work. Sho happened to read a 
romantic story of o girl who built a 
greenhouse by her own exertions and 
was completely fascinated with the idea 
li becoming a ilorist. About that time 
ft well established Ilorist on Euclid ave- 
nue opened a new office, and the ambi- 
tious miss, who was then Ella Grant, 
tremblingly offered her services to make 
herself useful at anything, either as 
saleswoman, bookkeeper or worker in 
flowers. 

Slio was employed at onco and re- 
mained several weeks, but on leaving, 
owing to an accident to her father that

called her home, the proprietor declared 
that while satisfactory in everything 
else her flower work was imperfect, and 
in his opinion sho would never "amount 
^ to much us a ilorist." 

Although very much discouraged in 
tho line of her ambition, Miss Grant im- 
provised a greenhouse in the "front 
room" of her homo, gathered nearly 200 
plants in pots, boxe3 and butter crocks 
and wintered them over by sitting up 
nights to keep tho firo going, when all 
her neighbors lost theirs through tho 
intense cold. In tho spring sho bought 
on credit the sash and brick of a dis- 
mantled greenhouse, got credit also for 
lumber, nails, putty and a carpenter's 
timo for four days, and with her own 
work and the aid of a brother who was 
"glad to do anything to get those plants 
out of tho houso" erected a greenhouse 
at a cost of iJlOO, nil on a cash capital of 
15 cents. Her next step was to go to her 
former employer and get a stock of 
plants on credit, By going out and so- 
liciting orders and personally delivering 
the plants and flowers sho cleared off the 
debt on her small establishment in ono 
season. In tho fall she erected a larger 
ono at a cost of $350, which sho cleared 
of debt by tho same means in two years. 

Miss Grant next yearned, for recogni- 
tion by other florists. Sho exhibited at 
the state fair at Columbus, but took no 
prizes. Ayear later sho exhibited at the 
northern Ohio fair and won first pre- 
mium. She was engaged as floral re- 
porter of tho Cleveland Herald at the 
Cincinnati exposition, and catching up 
inany new ideas went home to realize 
them on a largo scale. She increased 
her establishment and executed many 
largo orders, at the same timo winning 
prizes and honors at fairs and flower 
shows. She has made her business a 
study, not content to follow old ways. 
These are the rules that hang in her of- 
fice as guides to success: 

Advertise thoroughly. Carry tho best 
stock. Sell at small profits. Improve 
every opportunity to increase trade. 

By following them Mrs. Campbell- 
Wilson became a prosperous Ilorist and 
thorough business woman before she 
was fairly out of her girlhood.

He 
would never let a woman who is obliged 
to "unsex" herself and earn a living do 
anything but housework, washing or 
scrubbing if he could help it. Also if he 
had his way ho would take away from 
women every public clerkship, every 
stenographic and typewriter and cash- 
ier's desk and give them to men, espe- 
cially if they pay fairly well. Ho would 
not permit a woman to bo a lawyer, 
doctor or preacher if ho had his way 
and has said so. In brief, lie de- 
clares out and out that woman is a 
poor creature at best, inferior to man in 
every respect. Just so! And I have 
found out exactly why the man who does 
not helievo in woman suffrage or equal 
pay for equal work holds such unmanly 
opinions. There is a reason for it. He 
is a lawyer now and a public' speaker 
who has attained considerable distinc- 
tion—in fact, if 1 should mention his 
name you would know it in a minute. 
In his youth he was very, very poor. He 
did not even have money enough to 
study law, but he married a noble, lovely, 
energetic lady who was as devoted to 
him as if he was not a mean little man. 
Sho taught school. She kept boarders. 
She earned money in various ways and 
skimped and saved to the last degreo to 
get money enough to pay her husband'* 
expenses as a law student. Sho carried 
tho whole burden of tho family support 
till he was able to get practice enough to 
keep soul and body together. Whatever 
ho is or may bo in the futuro ho owes 
absolutely to this brainy, self sacrificing 
wife. Her reward is that now he turns 
and rends her, and not only her, but 
womanhood. What do you think of a 
man liko that? I know ono sarcastic 
woman who says it served the wifo just 
right. 

Tho most precious quality in this life 
is human sympathy. 

Tho Emma Willard association is an 
organization composed of tho former 
pupils of tho school which this eminent 
educator founded and conducted so 
many years at Troy, N. Y. Forty years 
ago it was as much honor to have been 
trained at Mrs. "Willard's school as it is 
for the girl of today to bo a graduate of 
Cornell or Ann Arbor. Mount Holyoko 
seminary and Mrs. Willard's school at 
Troy wero really the poineers of higher 
education for women. The Emma Wil- 
lard association held a meeting not long 
since in tho Woman's building at Chica- 
go which was tho occasion of much en- 
thusiasm. It is desired that all the 
former pupils of tho Troy school shall 
becomo members. Mrs. Russell Sage, 
New York, is president of the association. 

In tho colony of Victoria, Australia, 
women teachers in the public schools 
are eligible to receive a possible salary 
j of $1,500. 

This year 10 young ladies passed the 
famous mathematical tripos examina- 
tion at Cambridge, England. Two of 
them would have attained tho rank of 
| wrangler if women were allowed to bo 
wranglers. They will be, however, ir. 
course of time even in conservative Eng- 
land. For the present they must con- 
tent themselves with passing better ex- 
aminations than tho men wrangler.i 
themselves can, as Fhilippa Fawcett did. 

Fivo ladies have been sent as official 
commissioners of education from Great 
Britain to the World's fair to examine 
tho American school exhibits and see 
what features of our system of public in- 
struction can bo adopted with profit in 
England. 

Tho Now York School Journal pub- 
lishes a chapter of biographical sketches 
of the great teachers of tho past four 
centuries. You may or may not bo sur- 
prised to learn that there is not a wom- 
an's name in the list, although there have 
been women educators quite as distin- 
guished in that particular line as Thom- 
as Jefferson was, to say the least, and 
he has a prominent place among tho 
number. 

Mrs. Josephine K. Henry tells us an 
awful story on the gallant Henry Wat- 
terson. Sho declares that Tho Courier- 
Journal once responded to an argument 
in favor of higher education for women 
by an editorial headed "Higher Fiddle- 
sticks!" Henri, Henri! Is it possible? 

A comparatively new occupation for 
women is now opening. It is that of 
cashier in largo city hotels. At the 
Palmer House, Chicago, it was tried and 
proved a great success. Mr. Palmer testi- 
fies that women cashiers are quite as effi- 
cient and accurate as men and "perhaps 
more honest" than men. They do not 
feel obliged to wear a dazzling diamond 
pin or snub a timid tourist as if they 
wero at tho very least tho Russian czar. 
Mr. Palmer says there is only ono trou- 
j bio with these fair and capable girl 
| cashiers, and that is that they will marry. 
I But that is quite as much man's fault as 
woman's, and therefore they are not 
wholly to blame for it. Tho magnificent 
: now Holland hotel on Fifth avenue, Now 
| York city, is another houso in which 
I young woman cashiers have lately been 
j introduced. The Holland liked tho first 
one so well that it secured another. Tho 
I young ladies requiro seven different 
> books for taking all their orders, and 
I they must keep track of theso and not 
j get tangled up. They also have occasion 
to cash largo checks at times and must 
know when these are genuine and when 
bogus. There is much responsibility at - 
tached to tho place, and it is a credit to 
a girl's brain that sho can carry tho load 
so lightly. Tho West hotel, Minneap- 
olis, lias a woman cashier too.

found that tho operations of tho polugic 
hunters wero most destructive to pregnant 
Beats during theso two months." 

Mr. Williams, one of the American 
attaches, wus also interviewed by tho re- 
presentative of tho United Press. Ho said 
that tho result of tho regulations would be 
probably tho abandonment of tho Canadian 
pelagic hunting, as it will not pay undor 
tho restrictions imposed. Tho concsnsus of 
opinion among tho American agents and 
counsel was, that though technical success 
rests with Great Britain on tho logul points, 
on practical grounds, tho victory is to tho 
United States, as the arbitration was en- 
tered upon to preserve tho seuls, and tho 
decision achieves that result. 

Tho American arbitrators believo that the 
regulations decided upon by tho tribunal 
mean, practically, the end of pelagic seal- 
ing, and that they uro better terms than 
wero heretofore offered to the United States 
by Great Britain as a settlement of tho 
questions involved. 

All the Englishmen connected with tho 
tribunal uro exceedingly reticent in their 
opinions of the decision and aro apparently 
disappointed becuuso it was not more un- 
favorable to tho United States. In 
bidding the members of the tribunal good- 
bye Huron de Courcel, expressed great sat- 
isfaction with the proceedings of tho tribunal, 
and remarked on tho exceptional harmony 
and good feeling which prevailed through- 
out their deliberations. 

Justice Harlan expressed the opinion that 
tho regulations specified by the. tribunal 
would check pelagic sealing, and thus i;o far 
towards accomplishing one of the chief aims 
of tho United States. The general result of 
tho arbitration, ho thought, was far in 
advance of what the United States hud 
demandi d. 

The members nf tho tribunal reserved the 
right to prepare and filo their individual 
opinions of tho cuso at any time before next 
January. JuBtioo Harlan will proceed ut 
onco to Switzerland there to prepare his 
opinion. He will sail with his family for 
America about September 27. 

Sir Charles Russell and Hon. C. H. Tup- 
per have loft for London. 

Washington, Aug. 15. — Tho Secretary 
of Stato received cable advices from Paris 
to day, which in general confirm the United 
Press bulletin that tho decision on all points 
involving exclusive jurisdiction over Behring 
Sea, has been rendered aguinBt the United 
States ; thut is to say tho tribunal has 
decided : 

1st. — Thut Russia did not assert and ex- 
erciso exclusive jurisdiction in Behring Seu, 
and on the seal islands, therein previous to 
the cession of Alusku to the United States. 

2nd. — That consequently Great Britain 
never conceded any s^oh rights to tho 
United States. 

3rd. — That Behring Se% was not iucluded 
in the phrase " Pacific Ocean," us used in 
the treaty of 1S'J5 between Great Britain 
and Russia. 

4th — Consequently ne exclusive rights of 
jurisdiction over Behring Soa and over the 
seal fisheries therein passed to the United 
States with Alaska, under tho treaty of 
lSb'7. 

Tho inference that it is uuder tho last of 
the five peints submitted to arbitration by 
artii.-lo (i of the treaty that the concessions 
us to a close season, a sixty miles protected 
zone, and prohibition of tho use of fireams 
apply. 

The fifth point was one on which the 
greatest stress was laid in tho argument by 
tho United States counsel. It raised the 
question whether the United States had any 
right of protection of property in fur Beuls 
fnquenting the Islands of Behring Sea, out- 
side the three-mile limit. 

The preliminary abstract of the decision 
received is regarded here as implying that 
the tribunal to a certain extent had con- 
Ceded this right, only, in future, seal life 
will ba protected by virtue of an interna- 
tional agreemeat entered into under the 
award of arbitration, and not solely by the 
authority of tho United States statute. 
The full text of tho award is anxiously 
awaited. 

New York, Aug. 15. — Ex- Minister 
Phelps, when asked his opinion of the deci- 
sion, said : " I regard It as favorable to the 
United States, and is giving all the Govern- 
ment required." 

Frederick K. Coudert, who was one of tho 
counsel of the United States before tho 
tribunal, came into town especially, to-day, 
when ho heard that a decision was to be an- 
nounced as to tho Behring Sea contention. 
When shown tho cable despatch announcing 
tho decision, he said: "If they suy 
so I urn quito satisfied. The object 
of tho United States was to protect 
its property in seals. In order to do thiB, 
it advanced a number of propositions, all 
tending to tho same end, namely, tho pro- 
tection of a useful animal, the existence of 
which, commercially speakiDg, was in im- 
minent danger. The effect of the decision 
is to protect tho seal. The object of tho 
United States is gained, evon though our 
Government should not huvo the sati&fae 
tion of all its theories. If the report hand 
ed to me is a correct one, sceral importunt 
propositions, all tending to protect the 
seals, are established in our favor 

1. A close season from May to the end of 
July, that is when tho seals are on their 
way to their only home which is tho Priby- 
loff Inlands. 

2. This close season, (and this point in 
singularly important) is to bo observed not 
only in Behring Sea, but id tho North Puci 
tie Ocean, the favorite pond of tho pelagic 
sealers whose pursuit consisted in intercept 
ing the females as they were moving north, 
and 

:>.. The use of firearms is prohibited. This 
is such a radical measure that I am almost 
afraid that it is too good to bo true, 
Prohibit, firearms und the pelagic business 
will be finally crippled. I may add that 
tho terms thus given aro very much better 
and more favorable than any thus fur sug 
gested uh a settlement, und in that view of 
the case tho decision may bo fairly treated 
as u triumph for the United States. 

London, Aug. 15.— Rt. Hon. Mr. Glad- 
stone announced in the House of Commons 
today thut be hud received a private tele- 
gram from Puds, to the effect thut with few 
exceptions tho award of the Behring Seu 
tribunal of arbitration was satisfactory to 
British interests. 

Tho Daily News nays, editorially, of tho 
Behring Seu decision, that " it is substan- 
tially in favor of the ease advanced by Eng- 
land, Sir Charles Russell's powerful argu- 
ments convinced the uibitrators that we 
were legally right und the Americans wero 
wrong. The American arbitrators und Sir 
John Thompson refuso to assent to tho 
regulations. Wo trust that no difficulty 
will bo raised by tho Canadian Govorn- 
ment." 

Tho Daily Tolograph suys " England may 
rejoice with Canada ut the decision, which 
is an equitable triumph of new and peace- 
ful international principle— ftuson in place 
of force. Even had tha arbitration resulted 
in favor of America, wo should huvo sub- 
mitted with tho best graco to tho decision, 
which removes a fertile source of bickering 
between tho two countries." 

Tho Times says : " On tho broad ques- 
tion of international law, tho decision is 
wholly in our favor. In framing the regu- 



lations wq havo been somewhat less suc- 
cessful. Tho rules aro conceived in a spirit 
according closoly enough with that em- 
bodied in tho British proposals, but it is 
probably that some of them will cause dis- 
satisfaction in Canada, Tho Americans 
can hardly bo expected to rcoeivo the decis- 
ion with equal contentment ; but we know 
our kinsmen too well to doubt for a 
momeut that they will honestly and logi- 
cally accopt the judgment of the tribunal, 
to which they have voluntarily agreed to 
submit thoir claims. It is tho proud and 
just boast of tho American people that no 
other nation on tho globo has moro wide- 
spread and deeper roverenco for law, and 
that legal tempor, on which so much of 
their greutnosa as a Statu and prosperity as 
a community depends, will causo them to 
acquiesce without tasting soroness or ill- 
will in tho ad verse decision of the duly consti- 
tuted court. Thereferenoeof an international 
disputo to such un arbitration is such a 
triumph of morality and civilization. On 
tho last historic occasion England uccepted 
thead verso award and punctually discharged 
the obligations. It is now tho turn of America 
to show thut she also knows how to support 
an unfavorable decision with dignity and 
good humor. It is a matter of congratula- 
tion that on the principal izvi'a that award 
was almost unanimous, Senutor Morgan 
mostly standing alone in dissent." 

Tho Standard says : " Wo are Bure tho 
Americans will accept tho award in a cheer- 
ful good humor und apply it in perfect good 
faith." 

The Daily Chronicle says: "Wo feel senti- 
ments of profound gratitude at tho full settle- 
ment of tho difficulty, which once threaten- 
ed to involve tho rival interests of throe 
powora. The aibitration is a triumph of 
reason und humanity, over which tho civil- 
ized world should rejoice." 

Concerning the matter of damages re- 
ferred to by the Pall Mull Gazette, the Paris 
correspondent of tho peutral News tele- 
graphs that the amount of damage for the 
seizure of British vessels in Behring Seu wub 
not submitted to arbitration, but by mutual 
consent, wus reserved by them for further 
negotiutions.
